PRESENT NEW PROBLEM 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept. 


30. — (UP) — President 
Roosevelt was on the politi- 
cal firing line today, ready 
to follow up his campaign 
opening speech before the 
Democratic state convention 
here last night, with another 
major address in Pittsburgh 
tomorrow night. 


In the roaring atmosphere 


of a political convention, and 
in two-fisted, bare-knuckled 
style, the president began his per- 
sonal campaign for re-election with 
an attack on those of his enemies 
who call him a Communist or in- 
sist that he willingly receives the 
support of Communists: 


That was his theme, but it led 


him into a biting denunciation, sea- 
soned with familiar Rooseveltian 
irony, of the Republican regimes 
preceding the 
New 
Deal, 
and 


friendly references to Alfred E. 
Smith, who, once his political and 
personal friend, now is at least his 
political enemy and, speaking on 
an anti-New Deal thesis, will com- 
pete with him for the attention of 
the radio audience tomorrow night. 


Nation in Audience 


Mr. Roosevelt spoke directly to 


& Democratic state convention that 
had just renominated Gov. Herbert 
H. Lehman and the other members 
of the state administration, but he 
spoke indirectly to 
the 
nation 


through the combined facilities of 
two coast-to-coast radio networks. 
Because the address was admit- 
tedly political, the Democratic na- 
tional committee paid the bill. His 
address was brief, designed to fit 
into a half hour punctuated by un- 
controllable convention cheering, 
amounting to only 2500 words. 


Those who cry Communist at 


him are dragging a red herring 
across the trail, are promoting a 
false issue, he said. He went imme- 
diately into historic precedent. 


"This practice is as old as our 


Democracy," he said. 
"Avoiding 


the facts—fearful of the truth—a 
malicious opposition charged that 
George Washington planned 
to 


make himself King under a British 
form of government; that Thomas 
Jefferson planned to set up a guil- 
lotine under a French revolution- 
ary form of government; that An- 
drew Jackson soaked the rich of 
the eastern seaboard and planned 
to surrender American democracy 
to the dictatorship of a frontier 
mob. 
They called Abraham Lin- 


coln a Roman emperor; Theodore 
Roosevelt a destroyer; Woodrow 
Wilson a self-constituted Messiah."

TRAVEL BY DIRIGIBLE 


VI77ITH each succeeding crossing of the 


Atlantic by the Hindenburg it has be- 


come increasingly apparent that serious 
moves soon would be initiated toward the 
expansion of this service. The performance 
of the Hindenburg, and also of the Graf 
Zeppelin, have not in any instance fallen 
short of perfection. A thousand passengers 
now have been carried by the Hindenburg, 
together with freight and mail, and, al- 
though a variety of weather conditions has 
appeared to test the durability of the ship 
and the skill and resourcefulness of 
its 


commander and crew, all difficulties have 
.been surmounted with apparent ease. 


Notwithstanding the tragic background 


of dirigible development, involving the de- 
struction of ships by the elements and a 
heavy loss of life, this mode of trans-Atlan- 
tic transportation now forces itself impres- 
sively to the forefront as a method whose 
effectiveness and safety have been demon- 
strated .impressively. The two great Ger- 
man lighter-than-air vessels, which have 
been departing and arriving with the regu- 
larity of trains, have convinced a skeptical 
world of their practicability. 


Commander Rosendahl, who is one of 


this country's foremost 
authorities on 


lighter-than-air transportation, is convin- 
ced after having twice crossed the Atlan- 
tic on the Hindenburg that the operations 
of this ship have passed the experimental 
stage and now may be regarded as an "ef- 
ficiently operated commercial passenger 
business." Reported plans of American and 
Dutch transportation interests to construct 
a fleet of new airships for regular ocean- 
spanning passenger service give substance 
to this conviction.

John Ise was not harassed again. 
So it was with the Ku Klux Klan when 


in 1924 Landon bolted his party and sup- 
ported the anti-Ku Klux Klan candidate 
for Governor. After his nomination, when 
his enemies tried to smear him with the 
charge of religious bigotry, he could speak 
frankly and point to his record. 


1.ANDON AND THOMAS 


When his acceptance speech gave cer- 


tain labor leaders a pain in the neck, the 
man who gave Landon an opportunity to 
elaborate his speech and explain himself 
was none other than Norman Thomas— 
the Socialist Presidential candidate. There 
also Landon had "bread cast upon the wa- 
ters."

ods—we would

mesh of ves- 
sels supplying 
every part; in 
the e l d e r l y 
body many of 
Dr. Clendening 


these would have disappeared, and 
great areas would be without any 
but a minimal blood supply. This 
means, and in actual practice it 
works out, that at any minute 
some part of such a body Js likely 
to be deprived of blood entirely— 
for instance, an anemic area may 
appear in the heart, and frequently 
this happens in the brain, leading 
to transitory symptom! of apo- 
plexy. 


Of all parts of the body the feet 


and legs are most likely to Buffer 
from poor circulation. 
They are 


farthest away from the heart, the 
impulse of the heart IB less fell 
there, and wTren these aging vessels 
are obliterated, the heart may not 
be able to force blood into the nar- 
rowed ones that are left at a rate 
of speed sufficient for complete 
nourishment. Besides that, when 
the feet are in the dependent posi- 
tion, the circulation for some rea- 
son—possibly varicose degenera- 
tion of the veins—may be inade- 
quate to bring the blood out of 
these parts and it stagnates there 


In either case, insufficient inflow 


or stagnation, the nourishment of 


the parts Is poor. Every degree of 
his may occur; the last and worat, 
»f course, being gangrene. "Senile 
jangrene" it is called, in this case; 
f due to actual change, called "en- 
dartitis". 


The fact gives warning long be- 


'ore the most serious complications 
occur. 
There is pain in walking, 


especially in the calves of the legs. 
;f the foot assumes a parchment- 
ike pallor on elevation, it is time 
to begin to give attention. Mostly 
this means rest. 


The greatest use of our extremi- 


ties Is in walking, and it is not 
until some reason for cutting down 
on this arises that we realize how 
much unnecessary walking we do. 
There is an old adage: "Use the 
head and save the feet." 


The footstool Js an invariable 


part of the picture of grandma or 
grandpa. And it should be. When 
elderly people are resting, the feet 
should always be elevated, and the 
footstool is also valuable for keep- 
ing the feet out of the way of in- 
juries from other members of the 
family 
stumbling about. 
Such 


bruises are to be avoided above all 
things. Any Infection must also 
be treated promptly with antisep- 
tics and hot packs. Extreme pre- 
cautions should be used in per- 
forming even such trivial services 
as cutting the toe nails, that the 
skin not be broken, for infection 
makes headway Jn these badly 
nourished feet very rapidly. 
—All this, of course, especially ap- 
plies to middle-aged and elderly 
diabetics. In fact, one of the earli- 
est signs that there is some ar- 
terial change in the body, most 
likely in the feet, is the finding of 
sugar in the urine.

latory disturbances

Fortunately they can 


be treated now with the minimum 
amount of time and discomfort 
without operation, by the injection 
method.

Destroy False Issue 


'"Here and now, once and for all, 


let us bury that red herring, and 
destroy that false 
issue." 
Mr. 
• 


Roosevelt said last night. "You are 
familiar with my background. You 
know my heritage, and you are 
familiar, especially in the state of 
New York, with my public service 
extending back over a quarter of 
a century. For nearly four years 
I have been president of the Uni- 
ted States. A long record has b<K-n 
written. In that record, both in this 
state and in the national capital, 
you will find a simple, clear and 
consistent adherence not only to 
the letter but to the spirit of the 
American form of government. 


"To that record, my future and 


the future of my administration 
will conform. I have not sought, I 
do not speak, I repudiate the sup- 
port of any advocate of Commun- 
ism or any other alien 'ism' 
which would by fair means or foul 
change our American democracy. 


"That is my position. It always 


has been my position. It always 
will be my position." 


Mr. Roosevelt said no difference 


existed between Democrats 
and 


Republicans on Communism; 
the 


difference, he continued, was in 
how they dealt with Communism. 
The Democrats "have been real- 
istic enough to face it. We have 
been intelligent enough to do some- 
thing about it. And the world has 
seen the results of what we have 
done. 


"In the spring of 1933 (continu- 


ed Mr. Roosevelt) we faced a. crisis 
which was the ugly fruit of 12 
years of neglect of the abuses of 
economic and social unrest. It was 
a crisis made to order for all those 
•who would overthrow our form of 
government. Do I need to recall to 
you the fear of those clays—the re- 
ports of those who piled supplies 
in the basements, who laid plans 
to get their fortunes across 
the 


border, who got themselves hide- 
aways in the country against the 
impending upheaval? Do I need to 
recall the law-abiding heads of 
peaceful families who began to 
wonder, as they saw their children 
starve, how they could get the 
bread they saw in the bakery win- 
dow? x x x Do I need to recall the 
powerful leaders of industry and 
banking who came to 
me 
in 


Washington in those early days of 
1933 pleading to be saved ? 


Starvation Averted 


"Most people 
in 
the 
United 


States remember today the fact 
that starvation was averted, that 
homes and farms were saved that 
banks were reopened, that crop 
prices rose, that industry revived, 
and that the dangerous forces sub- 
versive of our form of government 
were turned aside. 


"A few people—a few only—un- 


willing to remember, seem to have 
forgotten those days." 


Then Mr. Roosevelt contrasted 


Republican and Democratic hand- 
ling of the depression. The Demo- 


crats, he said, "met the emergency 
with emergency action. But far 
more important than that, we went 
to the roots of the problem, and 
attacked the cause of the crisis. 
We were against revolution. There- 
fore, we waged war against those 
conditions which make revolutions 
—against the inequalities and re- 
sentments which breed them, x x x 
We proved that democracy can 
work." 


Paced Same Task 


The Republicans, he said, were 


faced with 
the 
same 
problem. 


"Conditions congenial 
to 
Com- 


munism were being bred and fos- 
tered throughout this nation up to 
the very day of March 4, 1933. 
x x x the previous national admin- 
istration, bewildered, did nothing. 
In their speeches, they deplored it, 
but by their actions they encourag- 
ed it. The injustices, the inequali- 
ties, the downright suffering out 
of which revolutions come—what 
did they do about these things? 
Lacking 
courage, 
they evaded. 


Being 
selfish, 
ihey 
negated. 


Being 
selfish, 
they neglected. 


"It is for that reason that our 


American form of government will 
continue to be safest in Democra- 
tic hands. The real, actual, under- 
cover Republican leadership is the 
same as it was four years 
ago. 


That leadership will never compre- 
hend the need for a program of so- 
cial justice and of regard for the 
well-being of the masses of our 
people." 


Mr. Roosevelt seemed to many 


in the audience to be referring di- 
rectly to his rival, Gov. AU* M. 
Landon, Republican 
presidential 


nominee, in the 
following pass 


ages:- 


"Let me warn you and let me 


warn 
the 
nation 
against the 


smooth-evasion which says, 
'Of 


course, we believe all these things 
We believe in social security; we 
believe in work for the unemploy- 
ed; we believe in saving 
homes 


Cross our hearts and hope to die 
we believe in all these things; but 
we do not like the way the present 
administration is doing them. Just 
turn them over to us. We will do 
all of them. We will do more of 
them—we will do them better, and 
most important of all, the doing of 
them will not cost anybody any- 
thing.' 


"But, my friends, these evaders 


are banking too heavily OH the 
shortness of our memories. 
No 


one will forget that they had their 
golden opportunity—twelve 
long 


years of it. x x x You cannot be an 
old guard Republican in the east 
and a New Deal Republican in the 
west. You cannot promise to repea 
taxes before one audience and pro- 
mise to spend more of the taxpay- 
ers money before another audience. 
You cannot promise tax relief for 
those who can afford to pay, and, 
at the same time, promise more of 
the taxpayers' money, for those 
who are in need. You simply can- 


not make good on both promises 
at the same time." 


The president ended his address 


with a phrase that he enunciated 
as a slogan "The 
words of the 


great essayist — "The voice of 
great events is proclaiming to us— 
reform if you would preserve.' 


"I am that kind of a conserva- 


tive because I am that kind of a 
liberal."
